NOT ENOUGH FOOD 

The food was insufficient — 
each man_ being 
six-and-a-half ounces of rite a 
day — while there were no 
medicines or drugs at all for 
those who fell ill, and there 
were quite a number suffering 
ffom dysentery beri-beri, mal- 
nutrition and malaria.

re-captured,..at Ampou, .. in. 

Molucca Passage on 

February 2, 1942, after four 
days of bitter fighting. There 
were altogether 263 of them, all 
ranks. 


When they were interned jn 
Ampon the food at first, con- 
sisted of rice with a little flak 
bits of pampkin, Conditions 
in the camp were very bad, the 
men being often — knocked 
about, and as a.result of the 
beatings they received a num- 
ber of Dutch prisoners died. 


After about a month in the 
Ampon Camp, the  Lt.-Colondl. 
continued, they were transferred 
to Hainan Island, where the’ food 
consisted of rice, uw little meat 
with green, ‘weedy vegetables. 
The food steadily became worse 
and worse despite the fact that 
they had to do 12 to 14 hours 
of work, every day, mostly on 
road’ building of Other similar 
heavy labour. 

In camp they were allowed 
little freedom. There was a 
barbed-wire fence, charged with 
electric current, some 5 ft. 6 ins. 
high and the place was very 
crowded. There was a complete 
absence of medical facilitics and 


Jthough the Australians bed their 


own doctor amongst them, his 
work was negatived due to lack of 
instruments und medicines. Even 
cotton woo! and bandages were 
entirely lacking, people with cuts 
and sores having to be content

TWO, BROKEN ARMS 
‘The ono thing the Japanese on 
Hainan’ Island had in common 
with their compatriots in other 
parts of the world which they had 
occupied was their gonerosity in 
“dishing oat corporal punish~ 
ment.” Men were beaten like 
enttlo, shovels, pick handles, fron 
rods, ete, being freely used by the 
Japanese, Fortunately, however, 
the only casualties nmongst the 
Australian troops were two 
broken arms. 

Lt.-Col. Scott said that orders 
to the prisoners. ‘were given’ {n 
their own lnnguage by tho Japan- 
ese soldiers and failure to under- 
stand anything they said meant 
of course, a session with the stick! 

Talking of housing conditions. 
Lt.-Col. Scott anid that this, in 
common with everything else 
connected with the Camp, was ap- 
palling. The huts were not even 
wenther-proof and when it rained 
they usually rot wet through. 

he officers were hqused some 
20 yards from the Intrines, while 
hospital conditions were diagrace- 
ful,-men suffering from malaria. 
beri-beri and. dysentery being 
forced to lie on bare boards. 

“It is my belief, and this ix 
shared by tho doctor, that if .this 
had lasted two months longer not 
one of us would have survived,” 
said_ Lt.-Col. Scott. 

“Por tB-months-we-agituted fe 
drugs, but we saw neither doctor 
nor drugs. When the very worat 
cares were brought to the notice 
of the Japanese they would = go 
into peals of laughter-~but thev 
gave us no drugs,” he concluded 

Their own doctor was over- 
worked, and to make matters 
worse he was handicapped by the 
absence of any mediclner, instru- 
ments and bandage 

STARVED OF NEWS” 

“They did not inform us that 
the war had ended, and the first 
indication we had of this was on 
August 25 when American planer 
flew over the camp. We knew for 
certain when the: American para- 
chute troops Ianded on -the. Island 
on 1 fueust t_28,"" 

t.-Col, Scott said that in_nddi- 
sea ‘to the Australian and Dutch 
prisoners, there ‘were some 300 
Indians, from Hong Kong, while

GO ROUND IN CIRCLES 

It was midnight when they fin- 

ally left Camp behind and a mem- 
ber of the party, who offered to 
lead them to gnfety, said he know 
where they could contact the 
Chinese, adding that it was but 
half-an-hour’s. walk from Camp. 
Three hours after following 
“guide's” — directions, howe oe 
hey—Tount— the eardinty 
straight back for Camp! 
-- They finally decided Pio take a 
rest after what seemed hours of 
walking, and when they woke up 
the next morning they found 
themrelves but 200 yards froma 
Japanese fort! They learned later 
that a party of 76 Japanese 
soldiers had been sent-out after 
them when news of thoir escape. 
became known in the Camp. 

The terrain was very difficult 
said Leach, and “although it may 
sound like a tall story, lecches be- 
gan sticking to our fees. faster 
than we could take them off!" 

Hinally, said Sergt, Leach, they 
arrived at the Headquarters of ¢ 
epi Gencral and shero thoy 
had heir first. taste of. rood. food 
after a long time. They also had 
some saki, no doubt taken from 
the Japanese. 


It was while they were at thii’ 
Headquarters that a Chinoso aol. 
dier came in, waving ao picco of 
paper and saying “All gentlemen. 
all gentlemen.” The paper they 
found to be a messnge fron: th- 
Allied Command, offerjng rewards 
for the “safo return’ of any. Allied 
prisoner of war.

‘ Lieut .L. W. van Oyen, of the 
rerular Netherlands East Indies 
Army, was amongst the 30 ‘Dutch 
prisoners of war. 

It is interesting to note that he 
is the son of Gen. L. van Oyen.

Captured at the time of the fall 
of Ampon, on February 8, 1942. 
Lieut. van Oyen said ho had not 
secon his father since 1041, and ns 
far as he know Gen. van ‘Oyon is 
ignorant of tho fact that he’ is 
alive nnd well.
